Are Not Forgotten 
The fortunes of war have trapped 
more than 200 pensionable veterans 
of the First Great War in enemy or 
occupied countries, but they are not 
forgotten at Christmas or any other 


‘time of the year, Pensions Commis- 
| 


sion officials said. | 

Even in the case of a native Italian | 
or Japanese who returned to his 
homeland after service with Cana- 
dian forces, the Dominion keeps a! 
record of sums due him, although 
payment is not due during the period 
of hostilities. When the war is over, 
circumstances will decide whether the 
accumulated total will be paid to him 
in full. 

Canadian nationals caught in 
enemy or occupied countries have 
their interests looked after through 
a neutral power. Their pension 
cheques cannot be sent to them 
direct, but arrangements are made 
for payment of such portion as is re- 
quired to provide them with essen- 
tials. The balance is held for them 
until peace returns and payment in 
full can be made. 

Nearly 800 pensions are scattered 
all over the world. Commission 
records showed Belgium had 34; Bul- 
garia, 1; Denmark, 13; France, 49; 
Greece, 14; Holland, 8; Italy, 25; 
Japan, 21; Norway, 12; Poland, 11;! 
Rumania, 5, and Yugoslavia, 15, | 

Four pensioners reside in Teeland, 
one in the Malay Peninsula, eight in 
Malta, six in Mexico, 104 in New- 
foundland, 68 in New Zealand and 26, 
in Russia.

NATIONAL HEALTH EDUCATION 

Tn an article in the United Church 
Observer, Dr. Gordon Bates, General 
Director of the Health League of 
Canada, has called upon the federal 
government to assume leadership in 
a national health education campaign, 


jto call regular conferences with the 
' provinces, 


and to plan’ carefully 
specific health programs on a nation- 
al scale. 

Dr. Bates, in his article, argues 
that neglect of the problem of na- 
tional health costs the Dominion 
government nothing. He points out 
that costs of sickness are borne by 
the provinces, not by the Federal 
government. He states that Ottawa 
would be swifter to act if the prov- 
inces dumped the cost of sickness on 
to the federal government to pay. 
3ut provincial institutions, hospitals, 
sanitoria, etc., for the care. of the 
sick are kept up by provincial gov- 
ernments, 

“The present system under which 
we have nine different health plans, 
with little or no attempt to deal 
with any health program on a na- 
tional scale, is far from satisfactory,” 
he points out. 

One province, for instance, has 
achieved something remarkable in the 
setting up of a physical fitness pro- 
gram for youth. But little is done 


_in the other provinces along this line. 


One province has passed a law mak- 
ing it compulsory to pasteurize all 
milk. But nothing happens in the 


other provinces, where unsafe milk 
continues to be sold. The infant and 
maternal mortality rate in some 


‘Canadian provinces is good. In others 


it is disgraceful. Some Canadian 
cities have managed completely to 
eliminate diphtheria, But in other 


centres this dread disease continues 
to take its toll in children’s lives. 

“In our democratic system, the 
public has in their power the ability 
to see that the ideal of national 
health is achieved,’ Dr, Bates said. 
“Public opinion can be roused, Pub- 
lic opinion can be changed, Public 
opinion can determine the policy of 
a government, The time to act for 
a national health program is now.
